Sir: 

The obieet of the present is to call denies attention 
to the real per centages that will be payable ‘as import 
duties on the value of European sugar machinery under the 
"new tariff". These per centages have been carefully 
calculated in this counting roc, because of the conflict- 
ing accounts lately published on the subject,and I res- 
pond for their exactness to the extent of offerinz to 
take charge of their payment on these hae 

As there appear to be differences between the tariff 
and the agreement made with the United States,as to wheth- 
er the concession be limited alone to agricultural ma- 
echinery and sineates én kt. it also embraces American ma- 
chinery for the making of sugar and rum; for from the 
marginal note 7 corresponding to article 306,it appears 
that the stnebunion of free entry only applies to motors, 
and not to strike pans, (vacuum pans) triple effects,defe- 
cators, grinding aidia shek ob American marmite, Ther @-~ 
fore,if those apparatus of Americen eke have to pay the 
duties stated in the tariff; then,the similar apparatus 
or machines of European manufacture will always turn out 
cheaper to the Guban planter,both from their lower cost, 


and from the disposition of the Americans to put up their 


prices under the belief that they are to be specially 
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favored by the reciprocity ugreement. (See the masterly 
article a in the Revista de Agr 2 oul Sure of the 


5th ins tant): “ . 


It is therefore demonstrated that this onerous 
tariff,which regardless of economic law, bears so heavily 
on our most important industries,instead of favoring the 
Americans, whose eagerness (sic) is about to be defeated 
by skillful tariff redactions,will permit the importation 
of European sugar machinery under comparatively easy 
eénaitions:. 

Only boilers,iron buildings and rails are excepted, 
and they pay 42,73 and 83 per cent on their respective 
values,which rates are highly prejudicial to a country 
like ours,which from being compelled to reeen May of tad, 
foreign sugar producing countries, should be favored in 
every possible way to increase its production; and it 


would be somewhat conducive to this end,were the Island 


allowed to import iron buildings,steam generators (boilers) 


and plantation railways all now so heavily taxed,at low 


cost, But anyhow,the enormity of those duties will cor- 


rect itself,and sooner or later they must be substituted 


by others more reasonable’,

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THE SYNDICS of the GUILDS. 


A mecting of the syndics of the different guilds of 
the Seant trade of this city was held yesterday, under 
the chairmanship of Mr.Santamarina,in accordance with 
previous anmhouncemcnt,at the rooms of the office of the 
Secretary of the Retailers’ Union. 

The mecting was numerously attendede The majority 
of the retail suilds was represented. There were also 
present as spectators several syndics of other guilds. 
The arts and mechanical trades were likewise represented. 

The Chairman on taking his seat,expressed his great 
satisfaction on noticing the approval given by the gener- 
al trade to the invitation of the conmittee of the Re= 
tailers, as witnessed by the large number and respecta- 
bility of the persons presente Referring to the augmen- 
tation of the taxes just decreed on the tradesmen, which 
the meeting was about to take under its consideration, 
according to the terms of the call convoking it,he said 
that the measures affected not only the interests, but 
glso the dignity of the tax payers... And added that the 
Governor General had telegraphed fhe Minister of the Col- 


onies, informing him of the stand taken by the general 
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trade,and that the Governor General expected a modifica 


tion of the taxese But this does not erevent, combianed 
the chairman,the holding of this meetings He concluded 
by sugecsting to the syndics the convenicnce of showing 
what amount of dnerease of taxation could be borne by 
each branch of industry,in the case of not being able to 
obtain a total suspension but only a modification of the 
increased ratese "No increase of taxes","No increase 
of taxes®, What we want is their suppression". This was 
the shat brought out by the last remark of the chairman. 
MreLaemeran,the syndic of the guild of jewellers, 
said that the tradesmen that he Pepresented could not pay 
the quota of $605~= assipned then, because the former one 
of $250- was excessive and its reduction had been asked 
to $175- Against the guild of Jewellers there existed the 
circumstance that use cannot be made of the authority, 
possessed by other trades, of increasing the quota of 
certain of its members to double the amount fixed by the 
tariff, because the least increase was sufficient for the 
transfer of the member on which it might be imposed to 
the ghild of fancy goods,which is yet Righer.. He recog- 
nized the obligation of every citizen to help in defray- 
ing the expenses of the Goverhment, but for this ieattée 
must be showed in the imposition of taxem@s He lamented 
the fact that upon the tradesmen of this Tftent, the were 
always submissive and always patriotic, taxes monn be 
imposéd in the manner of punishment. He supposed there

There is hidden capital,as well as trades that do 
not pay in proportion to what they should,yet notwith- 
standing the increase is imposed @n those that are alrea- 
dy excessively burdened. Mr.Lameran finished his remarks 
by proposing the appointment of & committec to address 
all the corporations and the two political parties of 
the Island,with the object of inducing these organisms 
to ask the Government to suspend the law increasing taxcs 
and in case this petition is not attended to,that the 
resolution be adcpted to close their establishments, and 
delivery to the Government by each member of his license 
for the carrying on of his Wwsiness. 

Mr.eFelipe Gonzalez then remarked that the suild ef 
inferior cla:s. eating houses,that paid a $50. tax with 
surcharges making it $63., are now rated at $75» each, an 
amount equalling three times the former one,(sic) given 
the mamner of its distribution and collectione The tax 
of $250. imposed on restaurants,he qualified as monstrous 
and proposed that the increase of rates be combatted by 
all legal means,and in case its enforcement is insisted 
on, that a resolution be taken to close their establish- 
ments, to which end he asked the chair to cite one by one 
the names of all the guilds and professions. 


fhe representative of the Barbers read a report of 


the proceedings of their last meeting,in which it is sta- 


ted that they declared themselves to be injured by the 


new tates of taxation, imposing $35. on each shop, without 


their being allowed to constitute themselves into a guild,

He protested in the act agninst the increase of the tax, 


and asked that it be reduced to the former rate of $20., 
without the 75 per cent increase now proposed, and, that 
the barbers be allowed to constitute themselves into a 
guilde 

Mr.Parrondo,of the guil@ of coffee-houses, proposed 
that the opposition to the Minister of the Colonies so- 
Liciting the suspension of the new taxes be accompanied 
by the resolution of all the guilds in which each one 
eiptaies the damages it sustains. 

MreLopez,syndic of the guild of shoe dealers, called 
attention to the fact that the new taxes are in force 
since the first of July,and therefore urged the adoption 
of 2 plan of defense mecting their unanimous approvale 
That the shoe stores formerly paid $40.; afterwards that 
it was raised to $110. as a transitory measure. Now $137. 
are exactede If the guild felt that it paid too much at 
$110.,why can it feel less aggrieved with a tax of $157. 
Besides the increase of tax there is another thing to be 
taken into account still more grievous. And that is the 
2 per cent tax to be paid on each receipt. That,Mr.Lopez 
remarked represents thousands of dollars even for a deal- 
erin vegetables. He concluded by proposing a vote of 
thanks for the committee of Retailers for their initia- 
tion ef this movement,and asked that it explain the plan 
of defense and even of attack it has in view, with the 
assurance that it will be seconded by all the guilds. 


The Chairman stated that the committee of the Re- 


tailers had not yet adopted any plan,and that in this 


matter its efforts to the present were lilited to the 
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assembling of the syndics of the suilds. 


MreNoguecira,syndic of cigar manufacturers of_partido 


tobacco, asked in the case of the new taxes not being su - 
pended,if the tradesmen were disposed to close their es- 
tablishmentse ( Yes, Yes, Yes, Yresounded <rom all 


sides of the hall.) He said that the people of the Is-

land suffered resignedly every burden; they. poured out

their blood and spent immense sums in defense of their 


common country, and the reward now for those services is 


the enactment of anti~economic laws of taxation. It is 
quite just to contribute for the expenses of Sovernment 
but not to the extent of allowing the Government to seize

the property of contributers which is what in the end

is to be the effect of these increased taxes and the 2 
per cent spoken of by the syndic of the shoe dealers. 

It is pretended, —— Mr.Nogueira added,that we shall ev- 
en abdicate our constitutional rights,compelling us be- 
forehand,if we wish to carry on our wusA nee, to allow an 
inspector to search our establishments without judicial 
authority for it. He spoke also of the dangers involvei 
by such a power,given the deficiencies of our public ad- 
ministration, and censures the Government on that account, 
Which retributes certain of its employees with salaries 
known to be insufficient for decent livelihood. With 
respect to the 2 % tax on receipts,invoices and drafts, 
he said that the merchant with a capital of $10,000. 


turns it over &t least ten times during the year,and th 


2 5 4 would thereby be raised to a tax of 20 per cont. 
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With respect to the cigar maufatture:s he said 
that about a dozen were rich, the rest are not,and many 
of them if they had to liquidate to-morrow would not be 
abhe to comply with their obligations. Those manufactu- 
rers Will have from imperious necessity to deliver up 
their licenses as manufacturers, but it would bring on 
consequences that he did not even wisk to think of. 
Thousands of workmen and clerks will go into the strects 
amd then the existence of a private Cabinet, (referring 
to the Bur®an of secret police ieee organized for 
the suppression of brigandace,)will not be shfficient , 
for the reason that hunger and desperation are bad advi- 
serse 

The evil jays in the amount collected for taxes not 
going into the Treasury,and this fact is proved by the 
decision of the Home Government to farm out the custom 
housese 

The eloquent remarks of Mr.Nogueira,were much ap- 
plauded. 

Mr.Alonso alluded to the resolutions adopted by th 
suild of jewellers. He said that a committee of this 
puild made a call on the President of the Constitutiona! 
Union party, who promised to help the guild with ail his 


power; for he was convinced that it was impossible to 


pay the increased rates of taxation. After reading the 


resolutions of the guild of jewellers,which have been 


already published in our columns,Mr.Alonso put the query:

a proof of the decline in the msiness of this Guild ,books 
having become an article of luxury, sufficient was the fact 
that in this populous city there are only nine book storcs. 

Mre Varela, Vice Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce 
gave an accotint of the measures already taken by this cor- 
poration and explained why it had not commenced at an ear- 
ly date ,saying that it was because the first publications 
of the schedules of rates was only made by the unofficial 
newspapers, but as the Gazette of Havana began to publish 
them officially on the Srd instant, the Chamber was conven- 
ed and & resolution was adopted asking the suspension of 
their enforcement. The Governor General is just as de- 
sirous,he said,as the tradesmen of a satisfactory solution 
so,if the schedules are not suspended ,the slight will 
not only fall on the Chamber of Commerce and the Syndigs 


of the guild, but also on the superior authority of the 


Island. In the contimation of his remarks he said that 


the two per cent should not cause the uneasiness enter- 
tained by Mr.Lopez and Mr.Nogueira,for that tax was only 
meant to be collected on the receipts of ground rents and 


interests on loans. 
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After sane remarks from one of the persons present 
in opposition to these made by Mr.Varela,to the effect 
that the Chamber of Commerce had no necd of waiting for 
the insertion of the schedules in the Gazette of Havana, 
so long as they had been published by the other papers 
that had taken them from the Gazette of Madrid; Mr. No- 
gfueira then arose and called sttention to the difference 
noticeable between the reply given by the Governor Gen- 
eral to the Chamber of Commerce and that given by him to 
the Cigar Manufacturers’ Union, which had called upon the 


Governor General before any other corporation in remon- 


strance against the schedules, MR.Noguiera continued 


saying that the answer to the cigar Manufacturers’ Union 
was, that they would be put in force and if they gave a 
bad result during the first fiscal year,they would be 
modified. With respect to the 2 per i gy expressed 
the hope that what Mr.Varela said was true and not what 
he himself hed said nor what is said in the telegrams 
addressed to the best informed newspapers in regard to 
this récent Stam Acts 

Mr.Varela insisted that the two per cent tax has no 
more @mportance than what he had 2lready stated. 

MreSanchez of the Butchers’ guild,canplained that 
the tax on the sale of meats was increased to the extent 
of 400 aoe cent on the former tax. He favored the peti- 
tioning for the suspension of the schedules, and if thi: 
is not granted,he proposed the closure of all establish- 
ments and the delivery of their ligenses. 


Mr.Pedro Martell asked if there was any one in f2- 


vor of the new taxes. (tod No.’ ) *WeR1, tien, ve 
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"ought to ask for their suspension,and if wo obtain

nothing, we will deliver up our licenses." 


The Syndic of the guild of Laundries, after stating 
that the tax on his guild has been increased 250 per cnt, 
favored the proposition to petition for the suspension 
and delivery of the licenses if necessarye 

Mre Santa Cruz de Oviedo of the guild of silver 


smiths,said that under the former rates the members of 


his guild paid a tax of $70. but it is raised now to $137 


MreLameran proposed that the suspension be asked 
for by telegraph, and to shut up the establishments if a 
satisfactory answer is not received at an early date,for 
it should not be forgotton that the new taxes are now in 
force and that their payment will soon be exactede 

MreSantamarina,the chairman, remarked that before 
adopting any resolution it will be well to ascertain if 
besides those present,all the other branches of trade 
are disposed.to close their establishments. To this end 
he proposed that the idea be conmuniceated to the other 
suilds,and that a committee be appointed to examine the 
schedules of rates and to propose the best means of sat- 
isfying the necessities of the general trade,and after- 
wards to call another meeting of the syndics for ane to 
decide on what course to pursues 

Mr.Martinez,of the guild of Jewellers, remarked that 
all the wieposstises offered tended to the declaration 
that the increase of the taxes is wrong,and in favor of 
appealing for their suspension and of the nevessity of r 
returning their licenses,if the compensetion is not grant 


ed. Therefore, in view of this unmimity,he believed 
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he believed there was'm® necessity of calling another 
mecting. 

Mr.Juarez,the Vice president of the Retailers’ Un- 
ion, said that it wogld be dangerous to close the esta» 
blishments in the case of the suspension not being grant- 
ed,and proposed that the syndics convoke those guilds 
that had not yet been assembled,to determine upon a fi- 
nal resolution. He made a careful examination of the 
schedules showing that the rates are excessive and not 
in accordance with the idea of an ancrease of 10 per cent 
stated in the preamble of the Royal Decree putting them 
into forces 

lir.Aivaro Cuanda, stated with great minuteness and e 
earnestness the labors he had performed during the last 
twelve years in favor of his suild,and he congratulated 
himself, that, thanks to those labors, the position of his 
suild had very much improvede He complained of the in- 
crease of tax rates on the retail grocers. ("bodegas".) 
He remarked also that (sic) the canmercial life of this 
city depends on this industry, and that if the industry 
dies,then very soon after the grass would grow in the 
greater part of the streets of Havanae He concluded re- 
questing the suspension of the schedules by telegraph, 
and that another meeting be held after hearing all the 
syndics. 

At the conslusion of these words,the chairman in- 
formed the meeting that the delegate of the sovermmant 
then at his side had just told him that in view of the 


meeting having been held by the central committee of 


Betailers, according to the terms of the notice of convo- 


cation, and from article 9 of its regulations only con= 


concedin voice and vote to the syndics,no resolution 
could be adopted without their votes. 

These words produced a deplorable impression on the 
audience, and then MreNogueira with exquisite skill put 
in the ~emark that it mattered tut little that they be 
prohibited from taking 2 vote ; for the syndics do not 
require to give their vote to declare that if the sched- 
ules are not suspended all the guilds will close their 
establishments and will deliver up their licenses (@re at 
haietanisest 

Lastly,the chairman appointed 2 committee composed 
of Messrs. Lameran, Alonso ,Gonzalez, Caicedo, Lecour, Nogue- 
ira, Suarez, Cusnda, Parrende and Pando to telerraph to Ma- 
drid soliciting the suspension of the new taxes and for 
it to come to en understanding with the syndics of the 
suilds for further purposes.

The memotial which in the name of the "Union of 
Cigar Manufacturers", has been presented to the Governor 
General,as we announc@é in another place,is expressed in 


the following terms:- 
To HeEethe Governor General. 


Don.eManuel Valle y Fernandez,president of th» 
association named "Union of Cigar Manufacturers",most 
respectfully represents to YeEe:~= 

: “That the time being near for the collection of the 
2 per ‘cent tax deereed by the Colonial Minister,in vir- 
tur of the prescription contained in article 14 of the 
law ereating the Budget of this Island, approved the 3oth 
of last June,the Association over which he presides has 


commissioned him to explain to Y.E.,the utter impossi- 


bility of the cigar manufacturers being able to pay th-t 
tax, because of the extreme decadence which has overtaken 
their industry, from the want of markets in which to sell 


their products,and of the excessive taxation now burden- 


ing them. 


The digger manufacturers: of this Island, Excellency, 

have found themselves compelled during the last two years 
to greatly reduec the circle of their business, because 
of the excessive increase of the import duties on their 
product in the United States, and, also, because of the pro- 
hibitive duties imposed on them in the South American Re- 
publics. These impediments have reduced the production 
of tigers in this Island to truly alarming proportions, 
as is corroborated by the follewinge statements of the 
exports of cigars within the last three years: 


1889.= 250,467,000. cigars. 


1890.~ 211,823, 000 do. 
1891.- 196, 644,000 do» 
The quantity exported to the United States during 
the said three years is as follews?-

every fifteen days,ner can they accept the inspeétion 
decreed over the operation@ of their factories by agents 
expressly appointed by the Government. 

The Constitution of the nation recognizes the in- 
Violability ef the domicile,and also recognizes the rizsht 
beth of Spahiards and Foreigners resident in the Spanish 
dominions to exercise whatever licit profession er indus- 
try they may like, without the previous relinquishment 
ef their rights of citizenship; still notwithstanding, 
these new Regukations de impose upon the cigar manufac- 
turers the obligation of admitting persons,not athor- 
ized by judicial warrant,into their factories for the 
inspection of the operations of their establishments, 
thereby placing the cigar marmfacturers upon a level in- 
ferior to that of other citizens. 

Besides, all these deputy collectors being unacquairitt 
ed in part if not in whole with the mechanism of the oper- 
ationsof these factories, they would be useless to the 
Treasury,and on the other hand,for the reasms stated 
and for others which cannet be hidden from the enlight- 
ened mind of Y.Bethey would constitute a hindrance in the 
carrying on of these establishments. 

It mst also be ranembered that the totacco of Cub: 
is considered in all countries as an article of revenue, 
and heavily taxed ; this of itself creates considerable 
demace to the industry figuring as the second in the is- 


land, and which 2ffords direct employment to more than 2 
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hundred thousand persons in the province of Havana and 


that of Pinar del Rio, nurturing also 2 great many small 


industries forming the sreater part of the trade of these 


two provinces. 

These facts nmst also be taken into consideration, 
namely, that the stock of leaf tobaeco will increase as 
the manufacture of cigars diminishes,for the crop which 
scarcely amounted to 100,000 bales in 1°81 has reached 
216,122 bales in 1891,ana, that in the last few years, 
Key West,Tampa, and Jacksonville, have become transformed 
into great centres for the manufacture of cigars, almést 
exclusively from Cuban leaf. The alarming emicration 
now going on among the Havana operatives towards those 
foreien cities will increase with the augmentation of 
taxationand the manufacturers themselves will be forced 
to follow the same route,for I must not hide from Yek. 
the truth that numerous invitations have been recei ved 
urging them to move their factories to those places, where 
all kinds ef facilities are offered theme The day this 
takes place, Excellency, then,the importance of this city 
as capital of the Antilles and first port in Spanish 
America,will have disappeared,and with it the dignity it 
imparts to the mother-country ; and no one knows better 
than Y.E.the grave damage that with this would inflict 
upon the prestige of our country as 2a colonial power. 

The Colonial Minister justifies the necessity of 
increasing the taxes in the Island,on the ground of the © 
benefits it derives from the Reciprocity Agreement with 


the United States ; mt it is not observed that the cigar 
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industry has received,absolutely,no benefit whatever from 


the Agreement ; and further,that none of the causes have 


disappeared, but to the contrary,have increased, of those 
that compelled this Cprporation to send a Commissioner 
to Madrid te explain to the Colonial Minister, the state 
of detline of this industry with the view of obtaining 
a reduction of the taxesS,and ef an enlarged market in 
foreifn countrics for its products as well as additional 
franchises in the motherceuntrys 

In view of these conditions,the Associstion which 
honors me with its presidency,trusts that Y.E.,appreciat- 
ing the justice of its complaints,will wxpress to H,E. 
the Minister of the Colonies,the wants of the cigar in- 
dustry,with ell the earnestness that the case requires, 
contributing thereby to the repeal of the taxes and of 
the sur-taxes imposed by the recent decree onthe cigar 
industry. Otherwise, Exeellency,the cigar industry of 
this country must Sisenpear within a short time, with 
great damage to itself,:s well as te the interests of 


the public Treasury; fer the manufacturers will be obliz-

Our clients,Messrs.Lonzman & Martinez,of #207 Pearl 


Street,New York City,have been engaged as a part of their 
business for the last fifteran years,in the introduction 
into the Islands of Cuba and Porto Rico,of a brand of re- 
fined petroleum of their manufacture which has become 
very favorably known in the west Indies by the name of 
"Luz Diamante". Their correspondents in both Islands are 
very numerous,and are large importers of the brand, and 


large sums of money have been expended by our clients in

By the definitive schedule,as by the transitory 
schedule,crude petroleum was to be admitted free of 
customs duties and refined petroleum was to be admitted 
into Cuba and Porto Rico,on and after July lst,1892, “at a 
reduction of 25 per centum of the duty fixed on said 


petroleum in the third column of the customs tariff of

The present tariffs of the Islands of quba and Porto 
Rico were adopted in view of the reciprocity arrangement, 
and in part,to carry out its provisions,on the 29th day 
of April 1892. By them it was provided,that refined pe- 
troleum should be subject to a duty in Cuba of 85, 30 and 
$5,20 per 100 kilogrammes,and in Porto Rico bs, 15 and 
$3.10 per 100 kilogrammes, which duties,by the arrangement 


between Spain and the United States,were to be subject 


respectively to a rebate of 25%. 


What is meant in these tariffs by crude petroleum 
is stated in three chasses of such oils,after which comes 
the statement (as to what is meant by refined petroleum) 
as follows:

This is the only tax they are compellable to pay,and

TUMULT IN PQ@BTO RICO. 


We learn from passengers just arrived from Porto 
Rico of a serious disturbance which lately took place in 
our sister Island on the publication of the lists for the 
collection of the increased taxes imposed on the internal 
trade of that Island by the new budgets 

The tradespeople of Porto Rico aggrieved at the 
enormity of these newly established taxes,gave vent to 
their feelings through a general closure of their esta- 
blishments, which lasted several days,not only paralizing 
trade,but causing besides some brawls among the consuming 
classes, 

But this demonstration assumed larger proportions on 
it becoming known that the chief collector of — 
Vega Verdugo, believed to have taken a leading part in the 
formation of the new tax bill,was then just about to 
arrive there from Spain in the mail steamer "Reina Maria 
cristina®’ In effect,on the arrival soon after of 


this steamer with Mr.Verdugo on board,the tradespeople 


assembled en mass ,determined on giving him,as supposed 


author of their grievances,an unmistakeable evidence of 


their dissatisfaction. 
The situation became so alarming,that the military 
and naval authorities had to take necessary precautions 


for the preservation of the public peace, Among those 
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was the order issued by the Governor General prohibiting 


the landing of Mr.Vega Verdugo,notwithstanding his desire 


to come on shore and resume the duties of his office. 
This order was communicated to him by the Intenaaae: 

The captain of the steamer was also encharged with its 
excéution. Yet notwithstanding all this, a collision 

did take place between the people and the soldiers on 
guard at the Intendancy,who fired to keep the people back. 
The crew of the steamer was also armed to keep the people 
out who had come off in shore boats to hoot and jeer Mr, 
Vega Viidme nal Armed boats from the vessels of war 
were also placed in convenient positions around the 
steamer for the same purpose. The city did not recover 
ifs usual quietness till after the steamer had sailed 
carrying tir Vere Verdugo away,amid the hisses,hootings, 


jeerings and shoutings of the people that lined the

shores. 

We do not doubt that Mr.Romero Robledo will try to 
conceal these facts,so that their real importance may not 
be known in the Peninsula; but it is to be hoped that 
every body in the mother country may become informed of

"This stagnation signifies the dispeoplement 
"of the province,or famine with all its horrors. 

"Emigration is now taking on such alarming pro-

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REPORT. 


THE PuBLic REcoRD COMMISSION oF SouTH CAROLINA, 
OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE, 
CoLtumsra, 8. C., Nov. 2, 18938. 


To the Honorable the President of the Senate 
and Speaker of the House of Representatives. 

The Act, approved December 23, 1891, to provide for procuring 
and preserving documents relating to the history of South Carolina, 
and to make an appropriation for the same, recites, that ‘“‘ Whereas, 
There are certain historical documents of record in the public archives 
of England necessary to the authentic history of South Carolina, of 
common interest to all the people of the State; and, Whereas, It is 
of importance that transcripts of these original manuscripts be pro- 
cured by the State and deposited in the office of the Secretary of State 
at the Capitol ; and that provision be made for the supervision of this 
work, and that an appropriation be made to inaugurate it.” Be it 
enacted, &c., &c., &c. 

The Act provides for a commission of five citizens, the Secretary of 
State ez officio being Chairman. Further, that it shall be the duty 
of said Commissioners to procure transcripts of such documents re- 
lating to the history of South Carolina as they may deem necessary 
or important, and to superintend the copying and arranging of the 


game, 


The amount then estimated as sufficient for the completion of this 
important State work was $7,500.00, and the General Assembly in 
December, 1891, appropriated $4,000.00 ‘‘to inaugurate the work.” 

The undersigned Commissioners met subsequently to their appoint- 
ment and organized, the Hon. J. E. Tindal, Secretary of State, pre- 
siding ; Professor R. Means Davis was elected Secretary. 

The full scope and purpose of the Act was then carefully Sinaia 
ered. It was then determined to elect Mr. W. Noel Sainsbury, a re- 


tired officer of the Public Record Office in London, as the agent of 


the State, he having just completed the records of North Carolina in 
ten large printed volumes of 10,585 pages, and by an experience of 
forty years in this office was familiar with every detail of the early 
histories of the thirteen Colonies.

While it was known that the Record officesin London were open to 
the public under proper conditions, it was deemed proper, as this 
work was to be undertaken for the State, to communicate this fact 
officially to the proper public record authorities in London. This 
was done through a correspondence with the then United States Min- 
ister, Hon. R, T. Lincoln, by the Chairman, and this correspondence 
is on file,in this office. It is a pleasure to state that the large amount 
of manuscripts, twenty-two. heavy. packages, 7,258,quarto pages, so 
far transmitted, have. been brought in the dispatch bag of the United 
States Minister from London-to the State Department in Washing- 
ton, thence to the Secretary of State at the Capitol here, free of all 
cost. Apart from the large saving of expense, this act of comity to 
the State should be recorded here, and will be appreciated by the 
State;Government and all our citizens. In laying out the work to 
‘be accomplished the Commissioners advised Mr. Sainsbury of their 
purpose to have: Firs, transcripts of every paper relating to the 
Province of Carolina from the date of the Lords Proprietors’ Char- 
ter, 1663, down to 1719, at which date its government changed to 
that of a Colony of the King of England, Second, transcripts of 
every paper of record from that date to September, 1775, when Gov- 
ernor Campbell embarked at Charles Town and abandoned his office. 
The first series appertain to the ‘‘ Provincr,” the second to the 
*‘Qotony,” Mr. Sainsbury was further advised’ to omit from his 
transcripts. : | 

(1) The Shaftesbury papers, copied for the City Council of 
Charleston in 1883 and deposited with the South Carolina Historical 
Society, which are available. 

(2) Certain papers, relating to North and ‘South Carolina, accessible 
in the. North Carolina Records ; a complete set of which has been pro- 
cured, and is deposited in the Secretary of State’s office. 

(3) Certain papers printed in the appendix to Professor William J: 
Rivers’s valuable Historical work on the Provincial period: 

By thus economizing, it’ is a great satisfaction to report, that the 
appropriation made in 1891 to ‘‘inaugurate” the work will’ bring this 
great historical labor through a century of Records, and’ leave only 
about twenty, years of transcripts to be made to entirely complete 
this. public work. | 

This latest period, however, covers the Stamp Act controversy; the 
sharp issue of the tea tax; and the initiatory Acts culminating in 
the war for Independence ; the belief is, that these transcripts will'be 
more voluminous, and certainly of deeper interest to the people of the 
State, than those of any previous twenty years. 


—- 
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Among the transcripts obtained; now in the State House, are fifteen 
hundred pages of missing Journals of the Commons House of Assem- 
bly. When the work laid out’ by the General Assembly is: fully com- 
pleted, the high destinction will be achieved' by our State of having; 
at its Capitol, every paper of public interest to its general early his- 
tory, and an unbroken ‘Record: of its Legislative acts, from the earliest 
settlement: ‘These transeripts have been paged, and’ put into strong 
bindings, for their better preservation, and to make them accessible to 
the public. 


For the information, of the. General Assembly, the recent letter. of 
Mr: Sainsbury is hereto appended.: 


OCTOBER 14, 1898, 
To the Hon. J, BE. TINDAL, Secretary of State. - 

DEAR Sir: I have the honor, in accordance with your instructions, to report the progress of the 
great work of the ** Colonia? History of South Carolina,”’ which has‘been entrusted to me. 

I have transmitted to you through the dispatch bag of the United States Embassy twenty-two large 
parcels of transcripts, commencing from the date of the first charter in 1663 down to the year 1747, 
and I am in hopes the money already voted by your Assembly will bring the work down nearly to 
the reign of George III., a period of about one hundred years. 

It is not possible for me to state the exact cost of completing this work down to the year of 1776, 
but I know there are many volumes to search through, for the concluding twenty years are of the 
highest interest and importance, as you well know, so that the correspondence is very full and 
explicit, and the letters from the Governors, as well as from the British Government, very 
numerous. I think I may approximate the amount of the additional sum to be voted, necessary to 
complete, at about £500, equal to $2,500. As a matter of fact, if you refer to the printed paper I 
sent you that was prepared by me and lately read before the American Antiquarian Society on 
“The British Public Record Office and the Materials in it for Early American History,” you will 
find that of the thirteen States that originally composed your great Republic, South Carolina has the 
largest number of original records of any of them. 

I cannot too forcibly urge that so valuable and monumental a work should be quite completed 
now that so much has already been accomplished with results so satisfactory. If the Assembly of 
South Carolina will vote this additional sum of money I will do my utmost to have the transcripts 
wanting to fill up these last twenty years of your Colonial History completed as expeditiously as 
possible consistent with accuracy. I confidently hope that the whole work may be finished in the 
course of next year. 

I should add that in addition to the twenty-two parcels of correspondence I have also transmitted 
to you some ten or twelve years of missing Journals of Council and Assembly in your department, 
Ce tt ee eee 
copied to complete your Journals from this department.

In this their first report of their public trust the undersigned Com- 
missioners take occasion to say that they feel a proper pride in being 
assigned to such honorable public duty. They have endeavored to 
achieve the highest and best results with the limited means entrusted 
to them, and in calling attention to the need of a relatively inconsid- 
erable sum estimated by Mr. Sainsbury to finish the work, they beg to 
assure the General Assembly that if empowered to proceed they will 
endeavor to discharge their further duties with every care and 
attention. They would be pleased to confer with the Committees of 
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the Senate and House on this subject during the ensuing session of 
the Legislature. In concluding this report the undersigned would 
express their entire satisfaction with the services of Mr. Sainsbury ; 
they would be pleased to have the Senators and Representatives in- 
spect these valuable manuscripts at their leisure. 

At their recent meeting the Commissioners made this record in 
their journal, which is communicated for the information of your 
honorable bodies : 


MINUTE. 


The Public Record Commission, at their annual meeting held this day, having examined the 
manuscript volumes received from Mr. W. Noel Sainsbury, of the London Record Office, desire to 
express their high appreciation of his services in making these transcripts of the early records of 
this colony. The evidences of the care taken in this work and the excellent results before them 
claim their particular attention and warrant this action. 

It is the wish of the Commission that the honorabie the Secretary of State, Chairman, will com- 
municate this action to Mr. Sainsbury, and express to him the hope that he may be spared to com- 
plete this valuable and necessary work for the people of South Carolina.
